Cripple Creek, Dec. 31.—The value ot 


the output of ore for the past year in this 
district is conservatively estimated at 
about $4,300,000. 
The tonnage to the smelters and some 


of the .stamp mills and reduction works 
is closely estimated as follows: 


To the smelters, 531,582 tons, valued at 


53.600,000. 
To the stamp mills, 2C.675 tons, value, 


$260,600. 
To the Lawrence Reduction works, 5,- 


000 tons; value $125,000. 
To the Cyanide mill, 12,000 tons; value, 


$25.100. 
This makes a total tonnage of S64.457 


tons, with an aggregate value of $4,340,- 
700.Outside of this about $2$,000 worth of 
placer dirt was handled. 


In looking over the figures.it must be 


remembered that certainly not more than 
six months' steady work was done In the 
mines during the, past year, while in 
many particulars the camp was thrown 
back many more on account of the strike. 
In spite of this fact, the output, for the 
six months shows an increase in value 
of more than one and one-half million 
dollars over the 12 months in 1893. 


The figures for 1894 are 54,340,700 against 


$2.443,704 for 1893. 
The improvements during the past year 


in the city of Cripple Creek are estimated 
at S250.000. 
Various estimates have already been 


made concerning the value of the output 
for 1S94, some placing it as high as 510.- 
000,000. This Is far too. high, as, making 
every allowance it cannot be made more 
than $5,000,000.
